COUNT SIX 

The Grand Jury gg charges: 

On or about the 3rd day of December 1 74 in the 
Southern District of New York, JOHANNES PRESCOTT, the 
defendant, being then and there a person who had been 
convicted on or about February 27, 1973 by a Court of the 
State of New York, we wit, the New York Supreme Court, New 
York County, of the felony of possession of dangerous drugs 
in the fourth degree, unlawfully, wilfully and knowingly 
did receive and possess in commerce and affecting commerce 
a firearm, to wit, a .22 caliber RG-14 revolver, serial 


number 249544.
